Attached is a negotiated conciliation agreement with Alexander Meluskey and Meluskey 
for U.S. Senate, Inc. and Juliaime Ryan in her official capacity as treasurer (the "Committee") 
that seeks to settle the Commission's findings that Meluskey violated 52 U.S.C. § 30102(e)(1) by 
filing a late statement of candidacy and the Committee violated 52 U.S.C. §§ 30104(b)(2) and 
30120(a) by failing to report in-kind contributions and include disclaimers in connection with 
radio broadcasts of "The Alex Meluskey Show."'
